Selling at 36 to 36¢. 
Silver has declined to 25 and 26¢ buy- 
ing. Selling at 27 and | 
County warrants are in very good de- 
mand for old issue, but not ‘as firm as 
previously reported. Buying at %e, and 
selling at 92c. New issue are in better 
demand to-day at 80 to S2c buying, and 
selling at S5c. Our county scrip should 
sell at par, and would do so were it not 
for the action of our county officials. 
The clerk of the court who is ip the in- 
terest of the new board, will not receive 
scrip of the old issue, while the county 
tax collector will receive no other. 

Police scrip is not offered as freely as 
heretofore.

For 
example: the amount destroyed by the 
treasurer in March was but eight bun- 
dred thousand dollars, and he cannot in 
April destroy seven millions, to make up 
the average of four millions a month. 

‘*Seven-thirty treasury notes are con- 
vertible into five-twenty bonds at maty- 
rity, and not afterwards. The secretary 
of the treasury, by giving notive that 
conversions aay be made before matu- 
rity, bas taken away any excuse for 
claiming a conversion after the notes 
mature. The law und which the 
seven-thirties were issue ft the secre- 
tary at liberty to bargain with the tak 
of the notes. On this my the acto 
June 60, 1864, provides that 

‘* Any treasury notes issued under the 
authority of this act may be made con- 
vertible, at the diseretion of the secre- 
tary, into any bonds issued under the 
authority of this act.’’ 

By virtue of ibis discretionary power, 
the secretary issued the seven-thirty 
notes with the following condition and 
bargaiu plainly printed on the hack of 
the notes:

Capt. Blake started this line when others 
theught it would not pay, but by atten- 
tion, courtesy and pluck he has made it 
a fixed fact. The Rubicon goes up at 10 
a.m. Larry Harmstad & Co. are agents 
for the line in this city, and they have 
secured the services of Mr. James A. 
Sayres, who is both energetic and faitb- 
ful, as passenger agent.

The holder of a note is not legally 
bound to declare his option on the ver 
day of maturity. At maturity, for all 
such purpases, means on and after the 
date of maturity, and we do not think 
the secretary would quitble abeut this 
interpretation. 

Holders will do a dangerous thing by 
heeding this advice. They now havea 
call on the treasury for five-twenties, 
worth 6 per oent. premium, and the 
treasury has for a long time offered to 
anticipate the call on equitable terme. 
All who have not accepted the offer, it 
may be fairly assumed, believe they can 
do better by demanding the exact laws. 
The secretary should meet them ou thig 

ound, and Jeclare that upless notice ia 

led with him of the intention to take a 
twenty year bond of August 15, 1867, in 
time for him to prepare them, he will 
consider ho ders as electing to take the 
money on that day, or ready to wait 
his convenience for the bonds. The 
‘* full twenty year people’’ are probably 
the same persons Whorran tne sub-treas- 
ury for gold on the firtt issue of treasury 
notes and who afterward scrambled for 
the same notes to find notary out of 
their offices. The dé¢partment will be 
justified in stopping interest on the 
August series at maturity and letting 
those not presented for funding pass into 
the class of “debt natured and not pre- 
sented for payment.’’
